desired  information,  and  has  answered  otir  question 
satisfactorily.  Almighty  goodness  and  wisdom 
saw,  while  seated  on  the  throne  of  mercy,  that  the 
life  of  man  was  as  a  shadow;  he  saw  that  as  the 
lightnings  mark  their  crooked  course  among  the 
clouds,  and  leave  no  trace,  so  man  wasteth  away 
and  Icavcth  no  durable  remembrance.  He  saw 
too,  that  ovet  the  grave  there  hung  a  cloud  of  im¬ 
penetrable  darkness.  No  ray  of  light  could  he  j 
caught  from  beyond  the  silent  tomb,  by  man.  His  I 
vision  could  not  pierce  the  dark  vista  that  hung 
over  the  tomb.  Hence  lie  sent  his  Son  to  raise  the 
vail  from  off’  the  grave,  and  to  let  the  light  of  his 
Gospel,  light  up  the  dark  shadow  of  the  valley  of 
death. 

As  he  went  from  city  to  city,  he  strove  to  win 
the  mindsof  the  people  I'rotn  the  things  of  this  world, 
as  Riueh  as  was  for  their  benefit,  and  to  place  them 
on  higher  ohjecis,  that  would  not,  like  earth's,  fade 
away.  He  strove  to  soothe  the  mourner's  anguish¬ 
ed  bosom,  and  to  dry  their  tears,  even  when  he 
was  going  to  the  fatal  spot  that  wjis  doomed  to  close 
his  earthly  career.  Looking  atotind  him  then,  and 
eeeiitg  some  lamenting  iiis  sad  fate,  their  minds  fill¬ 
ed  witli  all  the  horrors  of  death  and  the  glootn  of 
the  grave,  he  said  to  them,  “  Daughters  of  Jerusa- 
len>,  weep  not  for  me,  but  weep  for  yourselves  and 
your  children.” 

Again,  standing  at  the  tomb  of  Lazarus,  with  his 
two  sisters,  who  were  batlied  in  tears,  he  poiriicfl 
them  to  a  brighter  scene,  saying,  “Thy  brother 
shall  rise  again  ;”  and  again  lie  says;  “I  am  the 
resurrection  nnd  the  life.”  Consolation  to  all  was 
his  aim,  and  to  eflTect  this,  he  labored.  But  fiir  this 
he  was  despised  and  persecutcfl.  The  Pharisees 
railed  at  him  because  he  taught  cqiuility  in  the  rcs- 
utrection,  and  the  Sadducees,  wlio  <leiiy  the  resur¬ 
rection,  questioned  liim  concerning  it.  They  brought 
up  the  case  of  the  woman  who  had  seven  husbands, 
and  asked  with  triumph,  having  silenced  the  Phar¬ 
isee*  with  the  same,  “in  the  resurrection,  whose 
wife  shall  she  be  of  the  seven,  for  they  all  had  her  ?” 
But  how  were  their  mouths  stopped  when  he  said, 
“ye  do  err,  not  knowing  the  Scripture,  nor  the 
power  of  God;  for  in  the  resurrection  they  neither 
marry  nor  are  given  in  marriage,  but  are  ns  the 
angels  of  God  in  lieaven;”  or  as  St.  Luke  lias  it. 
“neither  can  they  die  any  more,  foi  they  are  equal 
unto  the  angels,  and  are  the  children  of  God,  being 
the  children  of  the  resurrection.” 

Here  the  darkness  begins  lo  fly  away,  and  we 
beliold  the  morning  twilight  of  eternal  life,  beyond 
the  grave,  beginning  to  pierce  the  dark  clouds  ofj 
the  shadow  of  death.  We  begin  to  feel  assured, 
that  the  sleep  of  death  is  not  an  eternal  sleep.  It 


jeef,  we  feel  more  sure  (if  it  were  possible)  of  its 
truth.  He  testifies,  iliat  he  had  seen  our  Lord 
after  his  resiirrectior,  and  lie  labored  to  jirovo  the 
resurrection,  for  on  tiiis  truth  was  based  all  his  hope 
and  consolation.  D  prive  him  of  this  hope,  and 
he  is  like  a  mariner  on  the  heaving  billows,  with¬ 
out  a  helm  or  a  couinass  to  guide  liis  unway-wise 
vessel.  Most  truly  did  lie  regard  this  as  the  polai 
star  in  his  gospel  lirmancnl;  for,  says  lie,  “if  in 
this  life  only  we  have  liopc  in  Christ,  we  are  of  all 
men  most  miserable.”  But  he  continues  his  testi¬ 
mony  and  chain  of  consolation,  saying,  “But  now 
is  Clirist  risen  from  the  dead,  nnd  become  the  first 
fruits  (.f  them  that  slept.  For  since  by  man  came 
death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead.  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  T'hrisi 
shall  all  he  made  rdive.” 

Taking  this  for  our  guiile,  we  heiicive  till  will  ho 
make  partakers  of  eternal  lifl%  liir  .all  w  ill  be  raised 
from  the  ilead.  Here,  then,  ni\'  friends,  we  ha\e 
something  for  our  consolaiion  in  hours  of  afflictitui 
and  mourning.  We  feel  assured  that  our  beloved 
friends  have  gone  to  abetter  world,  w  lierc  iliey 
sliall  riie  and  waste  away  no  more,  but  where  thi'y 
shall  enjoy  the  smile  of  Goil’s  countenance,  and  see 
his  goodness  and  wisdom  made  perfert  in  the  re- 
demiilion  of  man  from  the  grave,  .and  from  every 
sin  and  pollution.  With  these  facts  before  us,  let 
us  cease  to  heave  the  deep  drawn  sigh  of  bitterness, 
but  rather  lei  ns  forget  our  present  loss  and  afflic¬ 
tion,  believing  in  the  sure  promise  of  the  Gospel 
which  has  brought  file  and  immortality  to  light  be¬ 
yond  the  grave.  Let  us  lose  sight  of  time,  and  the 
things  of  time,  which  vanish  and  faiie  awtiy  si; 
soon,  and  place  our  thoughts  on  the  unseen  and  | 
immortal  world,  wliere  all  is  life  and  everlasting  | 
hliKim.  Lei  US  think  that  our  friend,  for  whom  we 
now  lament,  and  who  is  laid  in  the  winding  sheet  | 
now  before  us,  is  far  beyond  the  reach  of  pain,  and 
that  he  is  desiincd  to  he  freed  from  the  grasp  of 
death,  and  to  sing  the  triumphant  song  of  victory 
over  death  and  the  grave.  Let  us  forget  the  im- 
[lerfeclions  of  this  life,  the  disnpiwintment,  care, 
anxiety  and  blasted  or  disappointed  hopes  of  this 
world;  and  let  us  look  forward  to  that  lime  when 
all  enemies  lo  the  peace  and  lia[>|)incss  of  irian.and 
lo  tlie  spread  of  Christ’s  kingdom,  shall  be  coiuiuei- 
ed  lorlse  no  more.  Let  us  hsik  to  thattime  “when 
he  shall  have  put  down  all  rule,  and  all  authority 
and  power;  for  he  must  reign  till  he  hath  put  all 
enemies  under  his  feet;  and  the  last  enemy,  death, 
shall  he  destroyed.”

liiiridreds;  they  conjure  up  phantoms,  dark  as  tlio 
sliadows  of  a  fearful  dream,  and  the  heart  is  made 
sick.  What,  lo  sec  all  the  loved  depart — to  dis 
ourselves  without  hope;  O!  who  could  bear  the 
ihoughl !  If  over  oiir  earth  there  walks  an  object 
of  pity,  it  is  lliatoiic,  wlio  feels  not  that  he  has  a 
Father,  and  that  his  spirit  has  an  immortality; 
who  looks  in  tlie  grave,  and  sees  there  the  end  of 
man,  and  believes  not  in  a  hotter  world  beyond; 
who  rejoices  not,  that  when  to  him,  earth’s  loveli¬ 
ness  hath  passed  away,  hrigiiier  nnd  more  cndiirinn 
heaiiiy  will  he  unveiled.  Onr  hearts  ,i.ay  well 
bleed  for  him;  for  if  he  has  affections  hound  todeat 
olijecis,  and  woithy  of  love,  there  is  a  cup  prepar¬ 
ing  for  him,  that  will  be  agony  indeed  to  drink.—.
